The end. of his Teſtimony: is nor his own pro- 
fit, much leſs anothers harm. The Guilry man 
deſerveth death ;' yet a true Witneſs accuſeth 
him not that he may dye : but as Hed-emeth, 
as, a Witneſs of Truth, he ſpeaketh. the truth for 
truths ſake; and acculſeth the guilty to deliver 
the Innocent. : So this Character is eſſential, 4

From this, The Character of - a Deceitfull 
Witneſs is. plain, conſiſting in the two oppoſite 
ints. , The: end 'of a Deceitful Witneſs is not 
to. deliver Souls, but to. draw Souls into harm ; 
and. his means to that end is always ..a lye ; yea, 
he attains not his end eaſily without many lyes. 
Therefore his- Character is this, A deceitful Wit 
neſs Fpeaketh les : Faphiac cheſabim, that 1s, breatheth 
lyes, as he: breatheth the air; or uttereth lies 
ealily, or rather of neceſlity, even as a- man » 
breatheth : and ſo. the word: is rendred, v.5.

A falſe Witneſs will ater lies: Which is to be un- 
derſtood roo; that a falſe Witneſs cannot be 
long hid : for his own lies ſhall diſcover him.

P Thats much of the Text, as it is a Proverb, 
and contains the Characters of a True and of 
2 Deceitfut Wirnefs. We ſhall now difcover in 
x 2 double combination of Prophecies. Firſt, 
A Prophecy of Chriſt , the Great Witneſs of 
Truth on one hand; and of Antichriſt, the 
Great Deceitful Witneſs on 'the other. Second- 
ly, A Prophecy of true Proteſtant Witneſſes, 
. on. one hand; and of Deceitfull Romiſh Wit- 
neſſes on the other.. | | 
Firſt, We have here a diſtin Prophecy of 
Chriſt the Great Witnefs of Truth; as we ga- 
ther clearly from the Pr of the terms in: 
themſelves, and from. conference of them with. 
other Scriptures.. The terms in themſelves. are

of truths, 'or of true things, a fairhful Witneſs : 
bur Chriſt is Hed-emeth, The Witneſs of Truth , 
or Truth it felf, or the Prime-Witnels, or the 
Witneſs. of all Truth. This is likewiſe the ſtyle 
of the Prophets and of the Apoſtles, T/a. 55. 4: 
Behold, I- have given him for a Witneſs to the 'Peo- 
ple, &c. Rev. 1. 5. Feſus Chriſt the faithful Wit- 
neſs. Rev. 3.14. T he faithful and true Wrtneſs. 
Likewiſe Feſus Chriſt is properly he that delr- 
wereth Sonts ; for he came to that purpoſe, and 
therefore is he called Jeſus. And in the ſtyle of 
the Prophets too, this term of Matftel is appro- 
priated to God. As Dan. 6. 27. when God had 
deliver'd Damel. froma the Lions, God. is there 
Ryled, Meſhefib. ou Matfiel, Fe that delivereth and 
reſcueth, that is, Souls from deſtru&tion, as Da- 
wel from the Lions. Then this Proverb of Solo- 
mon is a diſtin Prophecy of 'Chrift, A True Wit- 
xeſs delivereth: Souls ; that is, The great witnels of 
T ruth, .Chriſt the Truth it ſelf, ſhall come; and 
ſhall deliver the Souls that believe on him. ' »

For the Spirit. of God in Solomon, not 
only here foretells the obvious ſignification of 
the words, that there ſhall be an Antichriſt, a 
oreat. Witneſs of Deceit, who. ſhall ſeduce Souls 
with Lies, in oppoſition to Hed-emeth , . thax 
great: Witneſs of "I'ruth, who ſaveth Souls by 
Truth. But Solomon further by: the words (if 
he, that readeth, underſtandeth) points: out that 
Antichriſt who he is; and; by the name he 
gives. that . Deceitful Witneſs in . the Text, tells 
us diſtin&ly , that it is 'the Lord. of Rome, or 
the Great one of Rome. For. the 'Word of the 
Holy Ghoſt, the Hebrew. word, -which- the 
Vulgar Tranſlation. renders, a Deceitful Witneſs, 
s. in the” Maſorethan contra&tion' Mirmah, in 
Original latitude Maremah,: in Radical expreiſi- 
on \ Maroum, and ſignifies 'every way, literally 
and grammatically ,, the Lord of Rome, or, the 
great one of Rome. . This, though. I think never 
oblerv'd before; yet to him that. will inſpe& 
the Hebrew Tongue ,;-will. be. as clear as Co- 
kumbus his Land toithe fiſt Diſcoverers. .

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As to: the third kind of Argument, the Con- 
feſſion of the Guilty. If we'take not things 
fuperficially, we ſhall fin more conſiderable 
Confeſſions of the Papiſts, and of the Plotters 
themſelves in this Plot, than was in the Pow- 
der-treaſon. For, 1. In-the Powder-treafon we 
. find but One, and him for a. ſhort time too, 
that in abhorrence' of that Plot (which was 
evident before) came and made diſcovery of 
the Complices, and of their. deligns and pro- 
ceedings. But in this Plot we have at leaſt 
ſix confidaabls perfons, who were for ſome 
years aftive among the Plotters, and privy to 

all or moſt of their defigns, and theſe men, in 

a Conſcionable dread and abhorrency of che 
helliſh plot, have difcover'd it, to the- full fa- 
thfaction of King and Kingdom, as appears by 
many publick Declarations. That we may truly 
ſay, tothe Papiſts and' plotters,, We ind ane 
condemn ye from your own mouths”: your fel lyes 
are your own Witneſles.

in its radical fignification-; yea, is the ſame 
Word eſſentially. with Maromab, and is the fame- 
word, letter for letter, in the Original writing 
of Solomon, which was the writing of the Holy 
Ghoſt: It: was neceſlary then .it ſhould: be read 
Mirmab, till the diſcovery of the Prophecy of 
Maromab contained: in it..

I will firſt prove the grammatical, and then 
the prophetical ſignification of the Word. The 
Grammatical fignification is apparent three 
 wayes;; all as plain as Grammartical things can 
be, only, as was premiſed, it:muſt not be Ob- 
vious to Every Grammarian, nor to be read in 
the School-Dictionary ; for then- where's ' the 
Myſtery 2 of whichir is ſaid, Let bm, that read- 
eth, underſtand; And: bere 1s Wiſdom.” 4nd let him, 
that underſtandeth, count the Number, &c. But you 
ſhall ſee the Witdom of God ſhine out from a 
ſingle'word ;. even from. this word of Maromah. 
Only have patience, and deſpiſe not ſmall things, 
which the wile God makes choice of to confound 

the things that are great. 5 
And firſt; to foreſhew' the Lord of Reme, which 
is ſpiritually Babylon, the: Spirit would' uſe a Ba- 
bylonian word ; for Maromah is an Hebrew word 
inthe Babylonian Dialect; for Mar, ſays Bux- 
torfius, is Vox babylonica, and ſignifies 'a Supreme 
Lord, .and' is often: uſed” by /the Rabbies, ſayes 
the ſame Buxtorfius, for Bahal, or Adon : and not 
only by the Rabbies, but by the Holy Ghoſt 
too, 'both'in the Old and /New- Prophets, Dan, 
2: 47. Maremalchin, a Babylonian word, for the 
Lord of Kings, 1 Cor. 16. 22. Maranatha, a Ba- 
bylonian word, for the Lord cometh: - Even fo 
| Maromah, 
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Maromah, for the Lord of Rome. For Rome is Ori- 
ginally a Hebrew word, and the Hebrews have 
no other word for Rome, but Roum in the He- 
brew Dialect, and Romah in the Babylonian or 
Chaldaick diale&t, whence comes the Greek 
word Romy, with an » in the end; which an- 
| {wers the Hebrews He; and from the Greek 
came the Latin word, by turning » into a, as 
in cena, muſa, and a thouſand ſuch. Indeed the 
Greek and Latin tongues come originally from 
the. Hebrew, as Arpenius has learnedly ſhown; 
bur eſpecially this word Rome came from the 
Hebrew, as will better appear by the conſide- 
ration of the Hebrew, Rown, which you may 
ſee in every Lexicon. | 

Roum is an Hebrew Verb, and ſignifies to 
be High and exalted, or to exalt Ones-ſelf in 
place, power, and pride, or to uſurp high and 
oreat things, chiefly indeed it is ſpoken of the 
exaltation' of God above all, as Pal. 46. 10. 
Know that T am God, ſays the. Lord; T will be 
exalted among the Heathen, T will be exalted in the 
earth. Aroum baggojim, aroum baarets. Bur: ſecon- 
darily, the word is uſed, for the pride, ambi- 
tion and uſurpation of men, as we ſhall ſee.- 
From the Verb Roun come the Subſtantives, 
Rown, and Romab; both which ſignifie Height 
-/ in 
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in place, power, of pride, from which certain- 
ly comes the name of the City .;of 'Rome. 
From the ſame Verb you have alfo Maroum , 
which is the principal Word we look for, and 
you have it in every Hebrew Lexicon. See 
Buxtorfius in the Radix Rowmn. Now the com- 
monly receiv'd fignification of Maroum, in the 
Lexicons, is, The high One of the Earth, or. the 
High thing of the Earth; to which it ye joyn 
the firſt Erymology, in which is ſhewn thar 
Mar is an uſval term for Lord; then it-will 
appear plainly that Maroum, as Maromah, fig- 
nifies literally and grammatically the Lord of 
Rome. For as it appears in Buxtorfiws , in the 
Radix Rown, that the Subſtantives Rown, and 
Romah, are all One; ſo it muſt needs be 
equally plain, that Marown, and Maromah, are 
all One. | 

But if ye ask, which of thefe is the proper 
and Origmal Word ? Maroum certainly with 
Vau-cholam; is the Original Hebrew word in 
the Hebrew dialet ; and Maremab in the Chal- 
dean or Babylonian dialet. The Pronuncta- 
tion of Yau-chelam is certainly very hard, and I 
think quite loft among the Hebrews themſelves : 
but as for the Greeks and Latins, who have 
no. Vau-cholam in their Language, neither can 


pro- 
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pronounce it; the Greeks are forced to take 
an » in the end, and for Rown' ſay. Rom: the 
Latins take an a, and ſay Roma; the Engliſh 
, take an & quieſcent and ſay Rome. And all be- 
cauſe of the difficulty of pronouncing Yau-cho- 
lam in the word Rown, or rather Rovm. Aﬀeer 
the ſame manner the Original Word, Maroun, 
with Vau=cholam, is after the Greek faſhion, 
Maromeb ; after the Latin, Maromah; after the 
Engliſh, Marome, with an e quieſcent ; all which 
alters not the ſignification of the word, but the 
pronunciation of it only. So homo in Latine is 
made huomo in Italian, Hombre in Spaniſh , un 
homme in. French , yet all are Originally the 
ſame word with homo, a man. Much more eafie 
is it to conceive Maroum and Maromah, to be 
the ſame word in the Hebrew tongue, which 
counts not the difference of Vowels, nor of ac- 
cidental, but chiefly of effential or radical ler- 
ters. For which, b; 

Obſerve, that the Radix Rown has two cog- 
nate and collateral Radixes, one on one fide, 
and the other on the ocher : "That is, Marab 
and Ramah. Marah with. an Aleph, whence comes 
Mar a Lord, or one that exalts himſelf, has 
che ſame ſignification with Rowm, to exalt it ſelf : 
but Marab with an He, fignifies to Rebell , 
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which is a thing conſequent to pride. 'Ramah is 
of the {ame radical letters with Roum, only He in 
theend is put for Vawin the middle; which, as 
we ſhewed, is an uſual thing ; and Ramah ſigni- 
fies to deceive ; and thence comes Remyah and Mir- 
mah, .Deceit ; So that however the words be ta- 
ken ; whether Roum or Romah; whether Mirmah, 
Marwum, or Maromah ; whether from Marah, Rown 
or Ramah; take the words as you wil, it {till 
will appear, that God has lodg'd the Myſtery of 
Rome, and of the Lord of Rome in theſe words, 
which {ignifie Pride, Rebellion, Ufurpation and 
Deceit, the certain diſtinctive Characters of that 
proud City, and of the lofty Lord that rules 
therein, who has deceiv'd. the Nations with his 
Lies. | This then is. the plain iflue of this long 
Grammatical diſcourſe, that the word of the 
Text, which is render'd a Deceitful Witneſs, is 
literally and grammatically to be render'd: Ma- 
roum or Maromab, that is, the Lord. of Rome. 

Thus much for the Grammatical;, come we 
now to the Prophetical property, uſe and fig- 
nification. of this word. And firſt; Obſerve : 
That the Word Mirmah, though it ſignifies in its 
common. uſe, Decett, in genere, yer the Scriptures 
ule it not, but where Antichriſt is forerold or 
ſpoken of. which argues the peculiar applica- 
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tion of that word to that purpoſe. Befides the | 
Text, I have noted fix places in this Book of 
the Proverbs, where Solomon uſeth this word, 

and they have all a peculiar application to the 
Deceitful Witneſs, Antichriſt, as the Text hath. 

The like may be obſerved in the other Books; 
as 'Þ/al. 5. 6. Thou ſhalt deftroy- them that ' ſpeak 
leafmg : th Lord ſhall deſtroy the bloody and deceits 
ful man. Fhe Word is Mirmah or Maromah. And 
Plal. ro. 7.. Fs mouth: is full of curſt ng, and des 
ceit, and fraud. The Word again is Mirmah or 
Marohah. And theſe places mean plainly: of 
Antichriſt. But where the place is-not appli- 
cable to the deceit of Antichriſt, there Deceit 
is not expreſt- by. the Word Mirmah , but wy 
Remijah, toke, 'or ſome ather word.. ; 

Bur for the Prophetical uſe of this word, we 
have undeniable Authorit ” in the Propher Iſaiah, 
in the 24 25" and 26% Chapters: Inwhich- 
the Seb foretells- the Judgement of: God 
upon Rome, calling the Romans, chap. 24. 4- 
The haughty 'people of the earth. The Hebrew: 
word is, 'Meroum ham hairets; that is,, The Ma- 
romah people of the. earth, or the: People of: 
Maroum or Maromab, 'T he Lard of Rome: or it 
mey be render'd, the Maran of the people of. 


the earth, that is the Roman.Lord of the people!

ple of the earth. For we ſhewed that Maroum 
is the true Original writing, or prominciation 
of the Word: - And V. 21. It ſhall come to paſs, 
in that day, that the Lord ſhall puniſh the hoſt of 
the High ones that are on high, and the Kings of 
of the earth upon the earth, The Hebrew calls it 
Zeba bammaraum bammaroum , that is, verbatim, 
T he hoſt of the bigh One in the high One ; he will 
puniſh Marown in Maroum, that is, the Lord of 
Rome «in bis own perſon ; or, he will puniſh the 
high Lord of Rome in the high City of Rome, 
and all the Kings of the earth that join with 
him; and Chap. 26. 5. He bringeth down them 
that dwell en high, the lofty City he layeth it low. 
The Hebrew is, Jofhebe Maroun, the mhabitants 
Maron, that is, the people of the: Lord of 
one, or the people of the high or proud City 
of Rome, Fhen Marown is a; prophetical term 
for Antichriſt , which I might ſhew in many 
more places; but I.-fhall ſhew it agreeable to 
the ſtyle of Chriſt too and of, his Apoſtles. | 
-.. Maraun, as every Lexicon: will thew ye, 1ig- 
nifies him that exalts himfelf on high. Now 
this s the. very diftinQive term that Chriſt and

Which, though it obvioully be underſtood of 
every proud or humble-man ; yet is primarily 
to*be underſtood of the Exaltation of Chriſt, 
becauſe of his voluntary Humility : and of the 
deſtruction of Antichriſt, becauſe of his proud 
Ulurpations.

But if any: man be not {atished with this; we 
bave yet an undenyable Argument; that Mas 
roum, the Lord of Rome is, The Antichriſt : and. 
that Maroum is his Name; Even the Argu- 
ment of. the Holy Ghoſt, Rev. 13.

leſt if the Names had been: number'd in their 
Mother-tongues, it might be- taken for an In- 
vention of their own. Mother or Countrey. 
There is ſecondly, another good reaſon. Chriſt 
was ſent to the Nations; to- teach them the 


D Wiſdom 
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Wiſdom' of God, therefore his Name was to 
be numbred in the language of the Wiſdom 
of the Nations, which then was the Greek 
tongue: But now Antichriſt is the great Wit- 
neſs and Lord of Babylon, ſpiritually fo called; 
therefore his Name is number'd in the Baby- 
lonian Language; for. as we ſaid, Maromah in 
both ends, and Maroum too in the. firſt Syllable, 
are Hebrew words in a Babylonian dialect. So

The Signification ' of the Word, you 
may ſee in Buxtorfius; and in every Hebrew 
Lexicon. The Letters and the Number of the 
Letters you have in every Hebrew Alphabet : 
bur moſt diſtin&tly and propherically in P/al. 
119. My work was onely this, to underſtand 
what I read, and fo to collect it as to give you 
the underſtanding. I doubt not but more time 
will give both you and me more underſtanding. 
But God gave me this; and I hope will give 
as much more- 2s is good for me : and this is 
enough for this time of this matter. Let the

We 
ſhall nor undertake to give ye the Number of 
his Lies, as we gave ye the Number of his 
Name ; for we might better give the Number 
of the Starres, or of the Sand of the Ocean- 
{hore. But, as the Starres are reduced to Claſſes, 
ſo ſhall we reduce the Lies of the Lord of 
Rome to three Claſles; that is, of Doctrine, of 
Diſcipline, and of Manners. 

The firſt and fundamental Lye of the Do- 
Arine of Maromah is, "That he has aſſerted him- 
ſelf 1nfallible, and that he cannot erre when he 
ſpeaks in his Chair. This is the Mother of 
Lyes, and he the Father. And with. this fa- 
mous . [yfallibilty he hath begot. an. innumerable 
tlue of Lies, and hath. put them out to be 
eſpouſed: by all Nations; -and many Nations 
have been deceiv'd with them thele many 
Ages: But thanks be to God and to our Wit- 
neſs of Truth, Jeſus Chriſt; for he by his. Go- 
fpel has diſcover'd theſe lyes unto- us, and has 
deliver'd our Souls, from this Witneſs of De- 
ceit. Our Witneſſes of Truth, which the Lord 
hath 
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hath raiſed up from. time to time in the: Re- 
formed Churches, have confounded Marom:h 
in thouſands of Controverſies. We at Preſenc 
deny his Afertion of Infallibility , and that: 
not from our own mouth, but from the Mouth 
of the Holy Ghoſt, who ſpeaking by Solomon, 
hath faid unto us, Maromah, T he Lord of Rome 
Sþeaketh lics : Exgo, is not Intallible.. - 
2. The Great and Fundamental Lye of his 
Dilcipline 1s this, That he is the Vicar and. 
Subſtitute of Chriſt, "The Supreme Lord over 
the Chriſtian World , exalted. by Chriſt over 
Kings and Princes, and over all thar.is called 
God on Farth. With this his Lye he has gor 
the Crowns of Kings and Emperours into his 
hand, and has brought Kings. and: Emperours 
under his feet,. and diſpoleth- of thens and of 
their Kingdoms as he pleaſeth, giveth the Life: 
of Kings into. the hands of Murderers, and: 
the Murderers. of Kings are his. Martyrs 
Maſſacres of Nations are his Holy. Leagues, 
and: the moſt helliſh Plots. are the moſt meri- 
rorious Works of his beſt beloved © Sons and. 
Subjects. Bur Now this: Lye. is. laid open . to. 
*the World. Maromah is proved to. be the De- 
ceitful Witneſs dire&tly oppolite ro the Wut- » 
neſs. of Truth which is. Chriſt, and therefore: 
| the 
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the Antichriſt, and not the Vicar of Chriſt, 
Yea, his own mouth betrayes him; for he 
profeſſedly exalts himſelf above all on Earth ; 
Therefore he's the Maroum, whole Number is 
666. And of him it is written, Maromah fþeak- 
eth lies. | | 
2. The Great and fundamental Lye of his 
Manners is this, that he ſtyles himſelf, The moſt 
Holy, and The moſt Humble too, even T he Ser- 
vant of the Servants of God. But certainly he's the 
moſt unholy and the moſt proud ; the moſt 
deſtructive and the moſt abominable evil 
among men; and therefore termed by the 
Holy Ghoſt, not a Man ' but a - Beaſt. And 
the Biſhops 'of Rome, ſince they were Maroums, 
that is, fince: they uſurp'd Supremacy, have 
been the moſt .cruel, bloody, moſt filthy and 
abominable Beaſts in Nature; that the name 
of Beaſt was never ſo agreeable to any thing 
on Earth, as to the Popes of Rome. IT 
Gregory the Great was the firſt who took 
that T'ttle of The Servant of the Servants of God : 
not in a ſpirit of Humility, bur of the greateſt 
Pride and Envy. For, the Emperour prefer- 
ring Jobn Jejunatox Patriarch of Conſtantinople be- 
fore Gregory,” and giving Jobn the title of Uni- 
ver/al Biſhop : Gregory oppenly oppoling Johns 


Supre- 
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Supremacy, took it upon himfelf the beſt way 
he could, by the equivocal Title of Servant of 
the Servants of God. In the mean time neglect- 
ing no Stratagems to promote his Supreme 
Authority. For which ſole end, he lent his 
Agents, Auſtin and the other Monks into England, 
to lay the foundationof his Uſurpations there. 
So that of a truth Gregory was the Firſt Maroum, 
at feaſt in plot and deſign : bur his Succeffour 
Boniface the third, was an open and profeſt One, 
whoobtain'd of Phocas Emperour the Title of 
Supreme Biſhop and. Lord of the Church. And the 
Ulurpation had ſuch ſucceſs, thar Bowface the 
Eighth, in ſolemn Jubilee, Attired one day im 
Pontificalibus, another in Imperialibus, with two 
Swords before him, made Proclamation - that 
he was Supreme Lord and Emperour of the + 
Whole World, and Accurſed all the Kings of 
the Earth that (ubjefted nor their Kingdoms to 
him. 
© So egregious. is that Lye of the Title of 
Moſt Holy, and of the Servant of the Servants of 
God , that ſince the time of that moſt ambi- 
tious Hypocrite Gregory the Great, there has 
| Not reign d One Pope but what has been a 
monſtrous Beaſt in Manners; All monſtrous 
in. Pride, Coyetouſnels, Rebellion, Deceit, Uſur- 
EN: pation 
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pation and Impoſtures: And Moſt , profeſt 
Atheiſts, Whoremongers, Sodomites, Simoni- 
acks, Blood-ſhedders, Incendiaries, fo unwea- 
ried in plotting and raiſing Warres among 
Chriſtian Kings and Princes, murdering the 
Fathers by the Sons, and Brother by Brother, 
Soveraigns by Subjects, and one Neighbour- 
ing Prince by another; that we read in Hi- 
ſtory more Chriftian and Royal Blood ſhed 
by the Popes of Rome, than ever was ſhed by 
all the Enemies of the Church of God, ſince 
God had a Church on earth. While then the 
Pope acts thus moſt bloodily and molt beaſtly, 
and yet calls- himſelf Moſt Holy : We anſwer 
from the Holy Ghoſt ; Maromab; The Lord f 
Rome ſpeaketh lies.” 

Laſtly, He lyeth by his Emiſſaries. For 
theſe are taught and teach ; That ro Lye and 
Equivocate is their Duty, when it ſerves their 
Maſters turn. Therefore they Equivocate in 
their Names, and Habits, and Profeſſions, 
changing them every day, and often in a day, 
as the weather of their -Aﬀairs changeth. They 
equivocate in their Doctrines, reſolving their 
Caſes and Controverftes , as may ſerve to en- 
gage all manner of Proſelytes. They Equivo- 
cate at the Barr of Juſtice , holding Murders 

| and 
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and Maſſacres to be juſt, and no Oaths fo 

lawful as fuch as ſerve to conceal their Plots. 
They Equivocate on their private death-beds, 
and give up their Ghoſt with Oaths'of Equi- 
vocation; as is certain of Treſham's Caſe in 
King James his time, acknowledg'd by Garnet 
himſelf. What wonder then it they dye on 
the Gallows with Oaths of Equivocation! We 
are ſure the Murderers of Sir Edmundbury God 
frey dyed with Lyes, or ( which is the moſt 
deceitful kind of lyes) with Equiyocation and 
horrid Execration denying that bloody Fact. 
We are ſure they dyed Lying. What wonder 
if the Plotters dyed in a lying or equivocating 
Denyal of the Plot. . We are ſure Ireland dyed 
Lying ; why not the Reft! eſpecially Gawen, 
who in his laſt words tells ye of Material Pro- 
locution; a new and fine way of:Deceit ; when 
a Jeſuit may ſpeak what words he will ; bur 
means nothing . but the found of the words, 
bur leaves the hearer to give what ſignifica- 
tion he will,: and to decetve himſelf if he will, 
Si vault decipi; decipiatur. - I think it neceſſary, fays

If he 
clear the Text by it ſelf. All theſe three means 
of Interpretation are not of man, but of God. 
For the Text, the Context, and the other Di- 
vine Scriptures, are of God. | If the Text be 
clear of it ſelf, as it is tranſlated, or as it is in 
the Original, then it is ſo of .God;' for the 
Original is of God. If the: Text may be clear'd 
by the Context, that clearneſs' is of God ; for 
the Context is of God. If the Text may be 
clear'd by Conference with the other Divine 
Scriptures, that - Clearneſs too is of  God': for 
che other Divine Scriptures are of God. He that 
mterprets any prophecy of Scriprure, and clears 
it One or all theſe wayes, performs the good 
Office of an Interpreter ; | ſpeaks nor of himſelf, 
- bur of God! and his Interpretationis to be re-

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ceiv'd,. not as his own, nor as of Man, but as 
of God.
